Tho case against Kwan Cheong, |: 


accountant-partner In the Kwong 
Cheong Loong Hing Kee firm of 
pig-dealers, who was charged 
with embezzling over $34,000 of 
the company's funds, was con- 
cluded before Mr. Lindsell, at the 
Central Police Court o: Wednes- 
dny. j a 

For the accused, Mr. F.C. &, 
Rendall submitted that praof was 
Incking of the m{sappropriation 
of any specific sum at any specific 
date, ang declared that the de- 
ficiency of the general character 
suggested, was absorbed ‘by losses 
in trading. 


For the ‘complainant, who is a 
fellow-partner. and brother-in-lnw 
of the accused, Mr. D. L.-Strellett 
held that the shortage occurred at 
n time when the balance should 
have been there. Accused being 
in sole control of the financial 
ride of the concern, the act of 
embezzlement, anid Mr. Strellett, 
was compicte even If the accounts 
were correct. He proretded to 
quote a number of authorities re- 
plying to the importunee argued 
hy Mr. Rendall, of proof of em- 
bezzlement of a specific sum ata 
speclfic date, and pointed out that 
there was that proof in respect of 
an item of $100. 

The position of enshiers in the 
Colony, Mr, Streilett concluded, 
must be an evinble one if they 
were able to take a little bit here. 
a little bit there, and at the end 
of the year get out of an awkward 
position hy just presenting a gen- 
eral deficiency in the balance 
sheet. 


The Deciston. 


His Worship gave his decision 
as follows: 

“It is clear from the authoritics 
that to prove the crime of embezz]- 
ment. the wrongful and fraudu- 
Ient misappropriation of money 
muat be established. In the 
words of Baron Alderson in his 
judgment in Rex. v. Lloyd Joner 
“It is not sufficient to prove at the 
trial a gecterel deficiency in ae- 
count. Some specific sum must 
be proved to be embezzled, in like 
manner os a larceny, some parti- 
cular article must he proved to 
have been stolen. 


Even if, as in Rek. v. Balls, a 
partner can properly be convicted 
of embezzling the aggregate of 
certaln sums which he had receiy- 
ed for and on behalf of his firm 
and for which he is Hable to ac- 
count but hag failed to do so, mere 
failure to account is not per se 
enough: it must ‘also be proved 
that defendant in fact misappro- 
printed some money. This case 
approximates to that of -Rex. v. 
Lambert. 


A Question of Fraud. 


The-real point of these findings 
lica not so much in the necessity 
to establish a definite sum as em- 
bezzled, but in the establishment 
of frnud through the actions and! 
or sayings of the accused. In the 
present case there is not an iota 
of evidence to show what happen- 
ed to the money that appears tu

The 
missing money ia all accounted 
for in one or.other of the firm's 
books, and it Is common ground 
thet after the warrant was issued 
defendant returned to Hongkony 
voluntarily to face the charge

Charge Bad. 


-Flnally, the present charge as 
it stands js obviously bad, The 
total of over $34,000 which de- 
fendant is alleged to have embezzl- 
ed includes a sum. of. 319,000 
which complainant claims to have 
handed to him in four Instal- 
ments at the beginning of the 
Kei Chi year. Had defendant ap- 
proprinted this.sum it would have 
been larceny and not embezzie- 
ment, in that the money was al- 
ready in the ownership of the firm. 

A similar objection scems to 
apply in the case of the other sums 
invelved. Even assuming « there 
was misnppropriation we nre left 
entirely in the dark as to whether 
it was committed in circumstances 
amounting to embezzlement or lar- 
ceny. It'is a clerr principle of 
law that every. uccused person is 
entitled to know the exact nature 
of the charge or charges he has 
to face. Here there is no such 
exactitude. In fact we come back 
to Rex. v. Jones—the . criterion 
laid down by Baron Alderson can- 
not be applied. ; 

Pefendant Discharged. 

On these several grounds f

The necessity for defining clear- 
ly the word “nggressor” ng used in 
actting up machinery for interna.

artlele by Clyde Eagleton, nssocinte 
professor of government at New 
York University, in the ‘current 
issue of International Conciliation, 
monthly publication of the Carnegic 
Endowment: for International 
Peace. 


. While the Lenguc, of Nations 
docs not sect up “very definite 
criteria as to the wars to be per- 
mitted,” the article anid, the Geneva 
Protocol expands the Covenant so 
us to forbid all wars of aggression 
and the Pact of Paria “renounces 
war as an Instrument’ of national 
policy, thus lenving It free to be 
used an international instrument.” 

Citing instances to show that ag- 
gression may, In some instances, be 
necessary In cases of self-defense, 
the article held that self-defense 
Itself, unless specifically. defined, 
may under certain conditions 
amount to aggresalon. 


"Self-defense on

THE HINDU-MOSLEM 
CLEAVAGE. ~ 


It will be a thousand pities If 
the Round Table Conference comes 
to naught through the inability of 
the Hindus and Moslems te adjuat 
their differences, Both communi- 
ties ure anxious to attain self- 
sovernment, and it has been made 
nbundantly clear that Britain is 
willing to concede it, within the 
limits of Dominion Status. Yet 
the two factions have so far fail- 
ed to reach on agreement on the 
matter of the continuance of the 
separate electorates. which the 
Mosiema enjoy In relation to the 
Provincial Legislntures. 9 Every 
effort to reconcile the partics has 
been made by Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, who, however, has plainly 
declared that it to 
set ip a new Constitution ond ex- 
pect Britain to settle one of the 
Most casential points. The situn- 
tion, therefore, is that if the Hin- 
dus and Moslems cannot them- 
selves adjust thelr vicwpoints, 
they will only have themselves to 
blame if the Conference proves 
futile. i 

Without the assufance of a 
united India, it would be the height 
of folly to set the country on the 
path of self-government. This 
prime. necessity was recently 
stressed by Allnh Nawaz Khan,, 
who added that with unity there 
must be complete ability to pre- 
serve, unaided, internal peace and 
order, as well as financial solvency 
and ample credit, the Inst being 
dependent on the firat two. A 
Britonless Indin, he says, fails to 
satisfy the .first two csaentials, 


is useless 


‘and therefore must fail also to 


antisfy the third. India, he as 
sorts, cannot do without Britain, 
and dn this connexion he points 
out that three or four years back, 
worse than any failure in the ma- 
chinery of the _Montagu-Chelms- 
ford Reforms was the growing 
tension between’ Hindus and Mos: 
lems, which caused moderate men 
tho greatest apprehension as one 
outbreak of violence ‘followed an- 
other. Violencs of thig nature 
miay tnke place at any timo in 
India, and we have here not only 
a standing menace to life and pro- 
perty, but o.rock on which all’ 
hopes of national unity may suffer 
shipwreck. - From the Hindu point 
of viow, says this commontator, 
the Moslem rule of India which 
lasted for- centuries was by no 
moana a perlod of ease, comfort or. 
contentment, and [t.was‘obly when 
the Mughals, wero’ roplaced by. the 


British that tho Hindua were able 
to breathe {recly and mako pro- 
gress.in the economic and educa- 
tional spheres. The eufforings of 
India before the advent of the 
British are familiar to every stud- 
ont of history. Former con- 
querors thundered over tho land, 
dovastated the country, and pass- 
ed on.‘ Britain, however, says 
Allah Nawaz Khan, cannot be 
classed with such conquerors. 
Tho ruloof forolgn monarchs who 
established dynastics in India was 
marred by incessant internal 
strife, famines ond , - civil 
war, whilst freedom, of . re- 
Ngion and- personal  lberty 
as they oxist to-day were 
unknown, If British power wore 
roduced, race would fight race and 
religion would fight religion, and 
before the struggle could be de- 
cided, it would reduge the whole 
country ta anarchy and involve in 
terrible disorder three hundred 
million people. It is for these 
reasona that, under Dominion 
Status, the British connexion 
should be preserved. 

The amazing thing to the out- 
alde observer is that Indians can- 
not ace the prime necessity of first 
adjusting their own differences be- 
fore expecting any concession in 
the direction of self-government. 
They must know, whether they be 
Hindus or Moslems, that a perpe- 
tuation of the differences will in- 
evitably lead to disaster. What is 
equally astounding is that at the 
very moment when Britain is 
showing the utmost anxiety to 
placate national opinion and alm- 
ing to secure a really united na- 
tion, mob violence, sabotage and 
attempts on the lives of high offi- 
clals should be made. But despite 
all these circumstances, we still 
refuse to believe that Indians will 
throw away the opportunity which 
is now presented to them. It is to 
be hoped that during the period 
of the Conference's adjournment, 
Hindus and Moslems will reach a 
rapprochement and so ensure the 
auccesa of the deliberations which 
have promised so much, With: 
Britain in « frame of mind to meet 
all reasonable wishes, and with 
the Princes having been equally 
conciliatory, it will, be nothing 
short of disastrous if hopes: are 
dashed to the ground on the 
Hindu-Mosiem issue. 


Debts and World Credit. 


The bankers who discussed be- 
fore the ‘Academy of ' Political 
Science in New York recently the 
causes for the world-wide depres- 
sion were wary, as {is customary 
among members of that profession, 
in fixing the precise degree of re- 
sponsibility devolving upon various 
factory in the political and business 
situation, But in general it may 
be sald that reaction from a 
period of overspeculation, the 
enactment of United States 
tariff law at an Inopportune mo- 
ment, overproduction, and. the 
world’s war debts were the main 
causes allocated. Mr. Thomas W. 
Lamont, whose eminent position as 
an international banker gives 
weight to hia views on this subject, 
enumerated six reasons for the pre- 
sent state of the ‘world’s finance 
and commerce. Among them he 
did not cite the exiatonce of the war 
debts, with the heavy burden they 
put upon taxpayers of foreign 
countries, and the d{Mcultics which 
arise from making transfers to the 
United States as the chicf creditor.

“ HOW A LODGER WAS 
_MURDERED. 

Prompted by peralstent rumours 
about a mysterfous murder alleged 
to have been committed in a cot- 
tage of the hamlct of Romans- 
Dessous, Canton of Vaud, scven- 
‘teon years ago, the authorities 
searched the promises and dis- 
covered o skeleton buried in a 
vogetable cellar. 


In the nutumn of 1912, onc 
Henri Michot, who had lodged at 
this cottage, then inhabited by the 
Delacrotaz family, disappeurcd, 
in a mysterious manner.. The 
family; consisting of four brothers 
nnd two alsters, anid that he had 
gone to the, United States, As 
time went on the family dispersed, 
but the rumours never died down, 
nnd have now Ied to the bolated 
discovery of the crime. 


Two of the brothera have becn 
arrested. Ench accuses the other 
of having committed the crime 
und only confesses to having help- 
ed to bury the corpse,  Michot 
scems to have been smothered by 
the two, whilst a third helped in 
burying’ him, The fourth waar 
nbronad at the time, and the alsters 
declare that they were not aware 
af the erime. 


Emile Bonard, brother-in-law of 
the Delacretaz brothers, was also 
a witness of the seeret burial, 
though he had no hand in the mur- 
der itself, He died in 1918, 
apparently In) consequence of a 
frozen foot. Again there were 
sinister rumours, and his body 
has now been exhumed, though ft 
in doubtful whether the investi- 
gation will) furnish any results 
after so long a lapse of time.

“BEEFSTEAK ATTACK.” 


Signor Marinetti, Italy's high- 
priest of Futurism and a recently- 
elected member of the Royal Italian 
Academy, presiding at a banquet 
given a fow days ago at Milan, 
launched some new {ideas about 
Cooking as an Art. He explained 
how the culinary art ia the basis of 
the highest intellectual aspirations, 
the Incentive of spiritual endeavour, 
and one aspect of human genius. 
Those not in agreement with him 
were “pnasatisti,” suffering from 
nostalgin of the past and stomach 
trouble. The art of cookery must 
be renovated, he said, so as to be- 
come exquisitely Futurist, that is to 
say, “typically and  luminously 
Htalinn.” ; 

Mnrinetti recalled the French 
cook, Maincave, who had followed 
Futurist tenching, and deserting 
the French achool of cookery, had 
invented dishes corresponding with 
human qualities. During the war 
his dishes were intended to give 
herofe dash and dynamic ardour: 
his “cutlets of endurance,” and his 
“beefatenks of attack,” cooked at 
the front, were famous. Time was 
now ripe for Italinn cookery to 
be revolutionised.

PROTECTION. OF 
ANIMALS... 


NEW LAWS IN ITALY. -: 


~The now Italian Penal Code con- 

tains far severer penaltics for 
cruelty to animals than are to be 
found in the old one; and vivisec- 
tlon, though not entirely abolished, 
is kept strictly within defined 
limits. 


‘Giusoppe Garibaldi and his 
friend, Dr. Riboli, founded the first 
Italian Society for the Protection 
of Animals at Turin in 1871; and 
Garlvaldi wrote its firat circular 
himself, which containa these 
words: "To protect animals from 
barbarous treatment by inhuman 
beings, to give thenf drink when 
thirsty, and food when hungry, to 
‘see they have rest when broken 
down by fatigue—in not this the 
greatest work that the strong can 
do for the weak?” 


Societics were founded In other 
towna to improve the lot of animals, 
but it was only in 1888 that their 
claims were recognised by legfs- 
lation, when Zanadelli, then Minis- 
ter of Justice, inserted article No. 
491 in the Penal Code: 


Whosoever is guilty of cruelty to 
animals or Wl+trents them and 
forces them to Inbour beyond their 
atrength is punishable with a fine 
of 100 Hre (£4 in those days). 
The same fine will be inflicted on 
anyone making cruel experiments 
on animals, even for scientific or 
didactic purposes, except in places 
expressly reserved for such studies. 


Even this mild mensure was not 
voted by the Chamber without op- 
position and ridicule. Another 
twenty years passed before the 
Prime Minister, Luzzattl, took the 
matter up again, and in 1913 the 
Chanber approved a Iaw for the 
protection of animals which deve- 
loped both the spirit and the Ictter 
of Zanardelli’s article. The new 
Inw aimed not merely at the re- 
pression, but at the prevention of 
cruelty, and it conferred legal 
status on inspectors of socictics for 
the protection of ‘animals, This 
mensure-was confirmed by the Fas- 
cist Government in 1923. But in 
Penal Code Article 491 
has been repliced by Article 761, 
which reads as follows:— 


Whosoever acts with cruelty to- 
wards animals.or overworka them 
or puts them to labour for which 
they are unfitted, either by age or 
iIiness, is punishable by a fine of 
lire 100 to lire 3,000 (up to about 
£33). The same penalty is applic- 
nble to anyone using animals for 
vivisection without a permit from 
the authorities, or outside the 
places expressly reserved for didac- 
tic and scientific experiments of 
this nature. The above-named 
penalty may be increased if animals 
“-are-usctt-for-games -or -public-apac-- 
uucles involving efuelty or suffer- 
ng. 


With regard to cases foreseen 
in the firat part of the present Ar- 
ticle, -the guilty party, if a cabman 
or driver with a licence, is liable 
to be suspended from his oceupa- 
tion, should he be an habitual 
offender. 7 


Pigeon-Shooting. 


_ The new article has been, widely 
discussed. Some people hold the 
opinion that aggravated or habi- 
tual cruelty should be punished by 
imprisorment as well ag by fine. 
Others want plgeun-shooting, 80 
popular jn Italy, to be included un- 
der the heading of “cruel sports 
punishable by law.” ..Dr. Cjaburri, 
surgeon and animal expert, says: 


“So long os the ill-treatment of 
animals can be subjectively inter- 
preted (and the article in question 
allows of this), so long will repres- 
sion of cruelty be hesitating and 
insuMfcient. There will always be 
the suppression of animals by bar- 
bnrous methods, draught animals 
over-driven by incompetent drivers, 
helpless dogs left to the mercy of 
any public ‘health ofMfelal who dis- 
likes them, anjmals slaughtered for 
food with ‘unnecessary | violence, 
nests robbed by boys, song-birds 
blinded, ete.”

WHY GERMANY OBJECTS 
TO THE FILM. 


DIETRICH’S HUSBAND. 


Tho trouble about the film). 
“Hell's Angels” has almost over- 
shadowed -o brighter but leas 
serious sensation fn the German 
elnema world. This {s the action 
brought by the gentleman who has 
the modesty to auc os “Marlene 
Dictrich’s husband” against those 
of hig wifé’s friends and rivals}. 
who talked openly in his hearing 
in a Berlin cafe of her vamp-like} 
qualitics in real life. There has, 
it acems, been a practically un- 
animous decision in the inter- 
nhtional film world that the auc- 
cessor to Greta Garbo, now past 
her zenith, is found in Marlene 
Dictrich—the seducer of the col- 
lege professor, Emil Jannings, in 
“The Blue Angel.” But the fact 
thnt, with a wife already famous 
in, Hollywood, a faithful husband 
tnkes the trouble to defend her 
memory at home while describing 
himself merely as a husband, 
rather than a personality apart, Is 
unique, and acclaimed by feministe 
au typical of the new era, 

“Hell's Angels,” the story of 2 
Zeppelin bombardment of London, 
is o different matter altogether. 
The authority of auch a man as 
Dupont, who describes the film, as 
“one of the most anti-German 
ever made,” convinces those Ger- 
mans who have not seen the 
picture that it is dangerous to 
Anglo-German relations. Dupont, 
it ia clear, is no party to small- 
minded objections based on pre- 
judice, since his own “Two 
Worlds” was the last film to be 
objected to in various quarters in 
Germany. Those who , did not 
think it frankly prejudicial to the

London may. auffer considerably 
from smoke, fumes and grit, the 
Parliamentary Committee of the 
London County Council recom- 
mend that tho Council should 
‘oppose the. application to tho 
Electricity Commissioners by the 
Fulhnm Borough Council for con- 
nent to the extension of its clec- 
tricity genorating station at Town- 
moad-road, Fulham. 

The Commlttee say: “If the 
present proposn] [s given effect to, 
there will be a concentration of 
power stations within a limited 
nrea, the super-generatiny station 
nt Battersen and Fulham, the} 
power station: of the Batterser 
Metropolitan Council, and that of 
the Underground Railway Cont 
pany at Lots-road, Chelsea, within 
‘a radius of about a mite, and in 
view of the prevalence of south- 
cuaterly winda, it is apparent that 
Central London may auffer con- 
siderably from smoke, fumes and 
grit, from these stationa, 

“There can be Httle doubt that, 
viewed from the aspect. of atmos-| 
phere pollution, it would be advia- 
able for auper-penerating stations 
to be erected on riverside sites 
nearer the mouth of the River 
Thames.” , 

The committee state that in view 
of the urgency of the matter, they 
have authorised the engagement 
of technical experta to advise on 
the report of the committee 
presided over by the Government 
chemist, and, if necessary, to give 
evidence on behalf of the Qouncil 
at the Inquiry to be held By the 
Elvetricity Commissions — to deal 
with the application of the Fulham 
Council. 

They add that they have also 
npproved arrangements, in the 
event of the Council deciding to 
oppose the application, for con- 
verted action with the Westmins- 
ter City Counedl and the Chelsea 
and Kensington Borough Councils.

FRANCE’S “BREACH OF 
- UNDERTAKING.” 


Berlin, Nov. 30. 
General Groener, the Minister 
of Defence, protested most vigor- 
ously in a long interview publish- 
ed this morning against the sug- 
srestion that Germany is a -poten- 
tial military danger to anyone. 


General Groener accused France 
of a breach of a solemn under- 
tuking to disarm after Germany 
had disarmed, and ends with the 
words, “The: need for national 
security is justified and anohored 
sin. the constitution of the League 
of Nations, An end must be put 
to the unbeurable disproportion of 
armaments in Europe.” The In- 
ter-Allicd Disarmament Commis- 
sion had confiscated,.he pointed 
out, 130,000 machine guns, 60,000 
guns, 15,700 acroplancs, and 27,- 
700 oeroplane engines. Thirty 
atrship hangars and 647 aeroplane 
hangars’ were destroyed. The 
armament of the Reichswehr was 
regulated down to the minutest 
detail. g 


It was suid that Germany, pos- 
sessed a dangerous potential de 
querre in her population and high- 
ly doveloped . industry, not to 
mention her 100,000 professional 
soldiers. Of what vs¢ was this

As a result desertions have 
steadily decreased. In ‘the year 
ending September, 17, there were 
(at home) 456 desertions; in the 
following year the number fell to|- 
395, and‘last year there was a 
further drop.

According to well © informed 
circles, Commissioner Fan Fan-mo 
of Finance has proposed to the 
Central Government’ that jikin 
lovied in Kwangtung Province bo 
abolished in two periods—firatly 
to abolish the portion. allotted to 
National revonue by January next, 
and lastly the remainder of the 
provincial revenuc,, in arder to 
miintain the monthly military 
expenses. . . 

Interviewed by 1 press represcn- 
tative, Commissioner Fan ndmits 
that the Central Government would 
appropriate o sum of $250,000 
monthly to meet the payment of 
Kwangtung military  cxpense, 
after the abolition of likin, How- 
ever, the Commissioner has wired 
to the Ministry of Finance asking 
for‘a further appropriation of 
$250,000, making a total of $500,000 
monthly before he is in a position 
to effect the abolition of Likin on 
January 1, 1931, in view of the 
fact that the Kwangtung Provin- 
cin] treassury would find a sahort- 
age of more than $800,000 in the 
monthly receipts, "in case ‘the 
abolition is effected. ' 

Therefore, whether or not likin 
can be abolished at the scheduled 
date depends upon the reply of 
the Central ‘Government, con- 
cludes the Commissioner,—Canton 
Gazette.
